But what are we to substitute 
for war as the shield of civiliza- 
tion ? : 

That question is not answered 
by the pacifists. The inference af | 
their phildsophy is that it is bet- 
ter to have our communal life 
subjugated than fight, if neces; 
sary, to protect it. The instinct 
of the human race denie& this} 
and always will deny it. The, 
spirit of protective resistance is 
not man’s. most ignoble quality. :

‘Dream Team’ 
Shattered By 
Rams, 21-1 


LOS ANGELES (#)-—-The Chi- 


cago Cardinal dream football team, 


woke up today after a nightmare 
provided by the hard-hitting Los 
Angeles Rams. 

The rude awakening had un- 
happy realities for the Cardinals 
to face. 

The Rams had plastered them 
with a 27-7 whipping, and jarred 
them out of the unbeaten class and 
into a three-way tie in the pennant 
race of the western division of the 
National football league with the 
Rams and Green Bay.
